MARCH RAINS 


TOTALED 6.86; 


TWICE NORMAL 


W ith more th a n twice its norm al 
am ount of rainfall. M arch w ent into 
the w eather an n a ls today as a cool 
and very wet m o n th —-the second 
w ettest M arch G ettysburg has seen 
in the last 50 years. 


R ainfall 
Including 6.8 Inches of 
snow —totaled 6 86 inches. Norm al 
for the m onth here Is 3 33 inches so 
th a t the m onth had an excess of 
3 53 *nches for th e 14 days In which 
m easurable am ounts of rain and 
snow fell. T he m onth arrived with 
a five-inch .snowfall. 


The heaviest rain for any 24-hour 
period occurred on M arch IO and ll 
when the total m easured was 3.17 
inches. Last year In M arch th e ra in ­ 
fall cam e to a scant 3 23 inches. The 
w ettest M arch on r^ 'o rd here was 
in 1913 when 8 inches of rain fell. 
Thunder, Fog. Sleet, Wind 
T he m o n th ’s average tem perature 
was 39.03 degrees and norm al for 
M arch here is 40.5 degrees, leaving a 
daily average deficit of I 47 degrees. 
T em peratures ranged between the 
extrem es of 78 degrees on M arch 21, 
the second day of spring, to a low 
of 20 degrees on M arch 9 
T here 
were m any readings in the 20 s th is 
m onth and the average daily low' 
tem perature was 29.9 degrees* The 
daily average high was 48.16 degrees.

fog and high winds. 
The accum ulated rain fall for the 
first three m onths of the year stands 
a t 13.90 inches as com pared with a 
norm al of 9 IO inches.

Things O f The Soil 


Home vegetable gardeners in gen­ 
eral overlook one of the better food 
crops when they fail to Include 
salsify in their planting plans. Com­ 
monly called “Oyster Plant" be­ 
cause the cooked roots greatly re­ 
semble oysters in taste, salsify fills 
a role distinct am ong vegetables 
in th at the winter storage problem 


is simply solved by leaving the 
crop in the ground until roots are 
wanted. Culture Is easy and in ­ 
expensive. 
Salsify 
likes 
a deeply mellow, 


I fertile loam in which the roots may 
j develop 
unhindered 
long 
and 
I straight. Shallow or coarse soils 
are 
unsatisfactory 
because 
they 
I cause the roots to grow crooked and 
I prongy. Most garden loams should 
be improved for this vegetable bv 
i working pulverized m anure into the 
soil to a depth of at least a foot— 
14 to 16 inches would prove even 
better. In the absence of manure, 
well rotted compost serves effec­ 
tively. 
W eathered 
cattle 
m anure 
gathered from a sum m er pasture 
j and pulverized is excellent in this 
I role. 
Too, soils for salsify must 
be 
safely alkaline. If there are doubts 
| on this point the soil should be 
tested and sufficient lime applied 
before planting time to im part an 
alkaline reaction. 
A complete fertilizer is usually 
beneficial, 
broadcast 
and 
worked 
into the top soil at the rate of 
two to two and a half pounds per IOO 
square feet when the soil is made 
ready. And while the form ula is not 
standard, 
gardeners 
should 
ask 
their local fertilizer dealer to sell 
them a strength near 4-10-10 for 
this crop. It is believed that salsify 
dem ands a high potash content. 
Seed should be sown within the 
next few days, preferably at tile rate 
of one ounce to IOO feet of row. Tills 
rate Is rather heavy but a uniform 
stand of plants is im portant. Later 
the seedlings should be thinned to 
stand 2 4 to 4 inches ap art in n a r­ 
row rows Fifty to 75 feet of row will 
produce enough roots for an average 
family. 
The roots, due to a long growing 
season demanded, are not ready to 
harvest for table use or sale until 
quite late in the fall 
Potentially 
salsify should find a better market 
than it does among urban consum ­ 
ers and perhaps it would if local 


growers would offer high quality, 
fresh roots direct from their gar­ 
dens to get the crop introduced. The 
tender roots may be served in soup.', 
a lid stews or they may be boiled 
after being cut into long strips and 
♦lien browned in butter or deep fat. ! 
One of the tastier ways to prepare 
salsify is to boil the roots, mash 
them and form them into small 
cakes, rolled in cracker meal and 
fried like oysters. In all these form; 
they carry a definite oyster flavor. 
Salsify may be left where the 
roots grow when cold w eather comes 
fin late fall, although a small supply 
may be taken up and stored in a 
cool, m oist cellar or buried in an 
outdoor mound to bridge periods ol 
bad w eather when harvesting roots 
from the row would be impossible or 
difficult. However, actual freezing 
seems to improve their texture and 
taste. 
It is im portant to buy seed from 
a reputable source because salsify 
seed. like parsnip seed, loses its vi­ 
tality after a year 
Beginners as 
well as experienced gardeners who 
have never grown salsify are urged 
to grow at least a few plants this j 
year to test the exceptional good-' 
ness of this neglected vegetable.

DEADLINE FOR 
OATH IS NEAR
